Fraud in Medicines. 


A dispatch of importance to farmers was sent out a few days 


ago by the department of agriculture relative to an alleged 
remedy for hog' cholera which is being offered in a way to give 
the impressioii"that the preparation has been investigated and 
approved by the department!- As the endorsement of such a 
remedy by the department would be worth much to the pro-, 
prietors, it is easy to understand why they should attempt to 
create the impression that such endorsement has been given, 
{jut'-as-there has been no approval on the part of the depart- 
ment it is'well that farmers should understand the facts. 
If 


they see fit they can test the preparation on their own respon- 
sibility, but they ought not to .be led to believe that it has the 
•endorsement of the. government when such is not the case. 


The department says it has no knowledge of any efficient 


remedy for hog cholera, but that under certain conditions 
stock can be protected to some extent by the use of anti-hog 
cholera serum. It adds that this hog cholera remedy has been 
advertised as a means of destroying tuberculosis, typhoid and 
cancer germs, and it is apparent that the proprietors are pre- 
pared to float it for any purpose if they can only get the public, 
to buy it. The scheme of making it appear to have the en- 
dorsement of the department of agriculture was shrewd in its 
way, but the department promptly sets its fool upon it and 
thereby thousands of dollars will undoubtedly be saved to the 
farmers of the country. : 


There is probably no business in the world more susceptible 


of fraud than the preparation and sale of proprietary medi- 
cines, both for the human family and the animal kingdom. 
This is not to say that there are not honest and useful medi- 
cines on the market, but along with them goes a flood of 
.preparations for which great claims are made, but which are 
practically if not absolutely worthless. 


The patent medicine habit is one of the -worst ever con- 


tracted, and people should be careful how they spend then 
money for preparations of which they know nothing. 
It may 


be that in most cases they will do no harm; it is certain that 
in most cases they will do no good. The main reliance should 
be upon the family physician for the household arid the veter- 
inarian for the stock of the farm.
